ÖCTÖß GRAVES DEAD. 


The Oonvioted Poisoner 
Found 
Lifeless in His Cell, 


DENVEU» 
Sept, 
— DR. T. Thatcher 
Gravest the convicted poisoner of Mrs. 
Josepbino Barn^by, committed suioldo in 
his cell in the couty jail Saturday nißbt, 
preaumably by taking poison. He was 
found stiff and cold in death at 0 a. m. 
yeBterd^ by tho "trust" who had been 
oariuff A)/ him. That tho prisoner had 
lon'ff 
taking his own lifo is 


evident^^pom the dato of the following 
lettoi', ad«I^ssod to tho coroner: 
"Pleaso 
don't hoi* any autopsy ou my remains. 
The cauao of death may be renderpd as 
follows: Died- from perseoution. 
Worn 
out. 
Exhausted." 


Another letter, addressed to Captain 
Crewfl, the jailer, read as follows; ' I t 
would keep a man busy to follow Stevens 
and answer tho lies "which ho unblush- 


ingly peddles out to 
the papers. One or 
two, however, need 
attention and they 
are easily proven to 
be lies. 
I was a 
member of tho Mas-, 
sachusetts 
S t a t e 
Medical society,also 
t h e 
Connecticut 
State Medical soci- 
ety. I never made 
application to tho 
Rhode Island Stato 
Medical society for 
admission. My lawyers have the full re- 
ports showing that I never wronged the 
estate of Mrs. Barnaby,and that the estate 
now owes mo, outside of the legacy by 
will. The public sees what I have to ex- 
)eot from the villainous, cowardly false- 
loods of Steifens. I cannot expend moro 
money fighting him, I must take the only 
means to prove it for my wife and dear, 
honored,-aged mother," 
• As is well known, Dr. Graves was await- 
ing his second trial for the alleged murder 
of Mrs. Josephine Barnaby, of Providence, 
who at the time of her death was visiting 
iriends in Denver, Sho died April 19, 
1891. On April 0 she drank from a bottle 
of jwhisky that 'had come by mail from 
Br'r -ou, »vttd that was labeled "Wish you 
a Happy New Year. Please accept this 
fine old whisky from your friends in the 
woods." ^ The whisky contained a solution 
of arsenic. 
Dr. Graves was accused of 
sending the bottle. After one of the moat 
famous trials in tho criminal annals of 
this country, Dr. Graves was convicted of 
murder in the first degree, and was sen- 
tenced to be hanged. The supreme court 
granted him a new trial, which was to 
have begun the latter part of this month. 


As it is evident from the letter addressed 
to the coroner Dr. Graves undoubtedly 
committed suicide, but what drug the 
autopsy alono will tell.* It was supposed, 
however, that ho took morphine. 


Among other letters left by the doctor 
was one directed to his wife, a very lengthy 
one, and another addressed to the public, 
in which he accuses Isiwic Stevens, the 
Btate's attorney, of persecuting him and 
using corrupt means to secure his con- 
viction, Tho letter concludes: 


••Upon my solemn Masonic oath, I, T. 
Thacher Graves, bad nothing to do, in 
any way, shape, manner nor deed, with tho 
death of Mrs. Barnaby, 
I write this, 
knowing-what the future will soon havo 
in store for mo. The people will believe, 
pity and sympathize with mo. They will 
know that even the strongest man can be 
beaten down by a cyclone of iilth, mud 
and persecution."

JTearful liOHs of I«ife iind Froporty Along 
the SoutUorn Conat« 


SAVANNAH, Sept. 2.—The tug Paulsen, 
that left Savannah to get the remainder 
of the passengers of tho wrecked steamer 
City of Savannah, arrived here yesterday 
afternoon. Tho wharves wero lined with 
people as tho tug came up the harbor, and 
when it was announced that all tho ship- 
wrecked passengers vrere on board shouts 
went up from tho vast crowd. 


The reason the Paulsen did not return 
sooner was that tho shipwrecked passen- 
gers wero found at two different places, 
Beveral miles apart. It was thought they 
w?re all at Senator Cameron's pUico on 
Cofiin Point, St. Helena Island, bub only 
part were there. 
Tho remainder wero 
found on Hunting Island. 


CHARLESTON, Sept. 4.—A careful inTesti- 
gation of the condition of affairs on tho 
coast of Carolina shows that between 
Charleston and Savannah tho storm swept 
away most of the homen, as well as the 
growing crops, and left the people in a ter- 
rible stato. Coroner Wells supplied tho 
following for the vicinity of Beaufort: 
Drowned on Wassa Island, 47; Coiiln 
Point, 80; Dathan, 87; Coosaw Island, 25; 
Chisolfner Island, 26; Hunting Island, 25; 
St. Helena Island, 300; Savannah field 
plantation. 200; Beaufort, 2; Salt Water 
Bridge, 4; Otaheta, (5; Grey Hill, 3; Perry 
Clear Point, 11; Ladies* Island, 37; Paris 
Island, 24; Land's End, 20; Kane's Neck, 
00; Coosaw Mills, 5; on dredges, 5, Total, 
807. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Sept. i.—^A special from 
Port Royal, S. C., says: *'It is currently re- 
ported that during the hurricane of Aug. 
27 many lives were lost in Port Royal and 
that almost the entire town was swept 
away. In view of these statements I doom 
it proper to announce the facts. There 
was not a sintcle life lost or a person in- 
jured by the storm. Business houses and 
residences were not damaged to an amount 
exceeding $6,000. While Port Royal does 
not solicit or need aid, the adjacent sea 
islands are a scene of death and desola- 
tion which strongly 
appeals to every 
charitable heart. 


Doctors' Congress, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—The first Pan 
American medical oongress a-ssembled this 
morning at 10 o'clock in Alb "igh's Opera 
house. 
Dr. William Peppei*, of Philadel- 
phia, president, called it to order, and 
after prayer by William Paret, Protestant 
Episcopal bishop of Maryland, Presitleut 
Cleveland welcomed the delegates to the 
United States. Hon. John W. Ross, chair- 
man of the board of district commission- 
ers, extended a welcome to the olty of 
Washington, and Dr. Pepper made the 
address of welcome on behalf of the phy- 
sicians of the United States. To these ad- 
dresses responses wero made by several 
delegates from Central and South Amer- 
ica. The meeting this morning was tho 
only general session of the cong,r'%'s pro- 
vided for on the program. 


A Farmer's Xerriblo Crlmo. 


HOTSPRXNGB, S. D., Sept. 6.—Marshall 
Bosworth, a prosperous farmer of Srayth- 
wyn, this county, committed suicide by 
taking strychnine. Neighbors who vis- 
ited the house found hi» lifeless body, and 
in another room his wife and three chil- 
dren in intense agony and uuablo to call 
for help. Inveotigation develops the fact 
that the dead man had placed strychnine 
in the drinking water after adminiatering 
a liberal dose to himself. None of the 
family are expected to live.

ROFERSOR WARD'S natural 
scicuoc exhibit from Koehes- 
ter, N. Y., with itpcolossal and 
terrible ohjeots, the immense 
filvoletons and restored forma of ani- 
inalB which roamed the earth iu past 
geoloiiic aRes, althou(?h oecupyiuff the 
«outh gallery of the Anthropological 
Buildincr at the Worl-Vs Fair, is the 
first thincr which strikes the eye and 
chains the attention upon entering 
even at its extremo north end, 


Iu the centre, and most awo-inspir- 
iui? of all, is a gicrantic mammoth» a 
hideous hairy monster of the elephant 
family, beside which the largest ele- 
phant of the preseufc day Ì8 a pipjmy. 
On either side tower weird and fearful 
Temaina of ancieut reptile life from 
•which one shrinks, thankful at not liv- 
ing in company with such creatures. 


To get a clear idea of the exhibit one 
must begin at the beginning. 
It is a 
collection from every division of na- 
ture, except those of insect and botani- 
cal life, the foundation being a large 
cabinet of fossils. 
Starting with the 
lowest forms of animal life known on 
our planet, it continues in regular or- 
der from one geological formation to 
I'Imother, Silurian, Devonian, etc.,. up 
V'le present time; from the huml)le 
«ponge, coral, or trilobite by a series 
of cases to the more highly organized 
fìshes and reptiles, birds and beasts. 
These are carefully arranged in geolo- 
gic order, but against the walls on the 
pedestals of the central area are the 
^'monsters vast of ages past" which 
first startle one. 


The largest of those, the mammoth, 
already mentioned, is a restoration 
from bones found a few years ago in 
Wurtemberg, Germany. 
Remains of 
this animal are found in all parts of 
Europe and Asia between the 4(ith and 
70th parallels of latitude, and the bones 
are usually in such a good state of pres- 
ervation that their position in the ani- 
mal's anatomy may be easily deter- 
mined. In northern Russia and Siberia 
the tusks occur in such abundance as 
to suijply no inconsiderable ])orti()n of 
the ivory of commerce. 


Another fipecimen is a skull of the 
olephasganesa, or mammoth from tho 
tertiary formations of tho Sewalik 
Hills of India. 
Tho tusks of this ex- 


fossil are similar to those 
of an elephant and over twelve feet iu 
length. 
On the adjacent wall is tho 
Plesiosaurus from tho Lias beds of 
Whitby, England. 
This is a great 
marine lizard belonging to a genua 
which filled the seas of tho Jurassic 
period and preyed upon the fish. They 
seem to have been the lords of creation 
in that part of geological time. 
This 
H]>eoimen is over twenty-three feet 
long. 
Distributed over the walls are 
other smaller specimens of this genua 
and its cousin the icthyosaurus, while 
on pedestals are restorations of both 
of these classes of animals. 


Towering higher than 
all is the 
Hadriosaurus from the green 
sand- 
beds of New Jersey. 
This was a great 
land lizard, standing over twenty feet 
when raised upon its hind le^s, the 
position it usually nssumqd both in 
resting and progression. 
It is the 
great past representative of the present- 
day iguana. 
The number of these 
pieces precludo further 
individual 
description, 
but 
they 
are 
very 
numerous, very interesting, and are 
su])plemented by colored majis and 
pictures showing in a realistic way the 
appearance of things in the various 
geological periods.—New York Post

Natural History Museum of Stuttgart 
lias tho bones of over a hundred mam- 
, moths, probably the best collection in 
the world ; it was by a native of that 
city, Herr L. Martin, that tho mam- 
moth exhibited here Avas originally re- 
constructed. 
It was 
Bubseijuently 
bought by Professor Ward, taken to 
pieces, shipped to this country and re- 
mounted by him. 
For the 
original 
restoration the largest bones in the 
Stuttgart Museum were chosen,so that 
this specimen is even above the average 
size of a mammoth. 
Its dimensions, 
as it stands on all fours, are : Height, 
sixteen feet: length, from front of pen- 
dant trunk to tail, twenty-two feet; 
from front curve of tusks, four feet 
mord, making a total length of twenty- 
fiix feet, while the girth in the largest 
part of the body is thirty-two feet. 
The two tusks, which bend 
outward 
with a double curve, are thirteen feet 
«ight inches long and forty inches in 
<iircumference at the base, and the feet, 
nearly round, are quite a yard in di- 
ameter. The body is covered with long 
wiry black hair; the small eyes seem 
to shine vindictively; the pose is life- 
like, and one almost expects the great 
beast to lift his destroying trunk. The 
color and texture of the hair were 
co2>ied from the mammoth now in the 
Imperial Museum at St. Petersburg, 
-which when found frozen in the ice in 
1799 was in such a remarkable Ftute of 
preservation that, notwithstanding its 
thousands of years of imprisonment, 
tho Hesli was greedily devoured by the 
yiborian do«:s.

HEIST FOUND GUILTY.

The Heist trial occupied the bal- 
ance of last week and elicited general 
interest. 
The jury impaneled as given 
last week was composed 
as follows; 
Jacob Geesey, John J. Small, Samuel 
A. Slrayer, 1). B, Goiigher, Joseph 
Colgan, John E. Plank, John Geisel- 
mati, \Vm. A. Trostle, Geo. 
Hulick, 
Charles S. Gochenour, and James Ir- 
vin. 


District 
Attorney Duncan 
opened 
the trial of Henry Heist, charged with 
the murder of Emanuel Monn, with his 
address the jury at 10.25 a. m., Tues- 
day, Aug. apth, 1893. 
His address 
consisted in slating to the jury 
the 
theory of 
the 
Commonwealth 
and 
enumerated the facts upon which the 
Commonwealth pioposed to establish 
its theory of murder. 


There were 46 witnesses called by 
the Commohwealth, 
The evidence is 
all of e circumstantial nature, but goes 
to show Heist a ««terror." 
The con- 
tradictory stories Heist told of the dis- 
appearance of Monn, the selling of his 
belongings, and the fact of his hatchet 
flitting in the wounds on Monn's body 
seemed to be the strongest evidence. 
Heist's jealousy of Monn's attentions 
to one Susan McCleaf was advanced 
as the motive for the crime. 


The defendant offered no evidence 
in his own behalf. 


Saturday was occupied by counsel 
in argument to the jury. 
Mr. Benner, 
jwith whom John R. Scott was associat- 
ed, made an able address for Heist. 


District Attorney Duncan then made 
a careful and thorough argument on 
the testimony of the Commonwealth, 
after which the Court, at 2:30 p. m., 
charged the jury on the law and the 
evidence. 
The case went to the jury 
shortly before 5 o'clock. 
Court then 
adjourned until 7 o'clock, with direc- 
tions that if the jury reached a verdict 
the Court-house bell should be rung. 
Hardly 
had the audience 
dispersed 
when the vigorous ringing of the bell 
announced 
that a result had 
been 
reached. 
The 
Court-room 
rapidly 
filled filled up, Court convened 
and 
the Sheriff brought Heist from the jail. 
The jury slowly filed in and announc- 
ed that they had found Heist guilty of 
murder in the first degree, 
Mr. Ben- 
ner immediately made a motion in ar- 
rest of judgment and for a new trial. 


All through the trial Heist had man- 
ifested but little concern in the gravity 
of the charge over him. 
fiow at the 
supreme moment his callousness and 
nerve did not forsake hirn; beyond a 
little twitching of the muscles of the 
face he was as calm as anyone present.

The State Department has sent out 
to each board of County Commission- 
ers in the State sample ballots and 
blanks necessary to be used under the 
amended ballot law. 
Under the pro- 
visions of the ballot law, as amended 
by the last legislature the work of vot- 
ers at the coming election 
will be 
much less intricate than at the last two 
elections. 
The official ballots will, of 
course, be considerably smaller, as but 
seven offices are to be filled, but the 
method of voting has been simplified 
very materially and but little excuse 
remains for incorrect marking, a reas- 
on seized upon in February last lor 
throwing out many ballots when the 
count was in progress. 


The voter can now vote a straight 
ticket by simply making a cross (x) in 
a circle placed at the head of each 
column of candidates, instead of being 
compelled to make his cross after the 
party denomination above each group 
of candidates. 
For instance, at 
the 
last November election the voter voting 
a 
straight ticket was compelled 
to 
make eight crosses, one each above the 
groups devoted to Presidential electors, 
Congress-at-Large and Judge of Su- 
preme Court, Senators, Representatives 
and other county offices. 


In splitting his ticket the voter has 
only to make a cross in the square at 
right of the name of each 
candidate 
voted for, care being taken not to mark 
in the circle at the head of either col- 
umn, 
The Prohibition candidates will 
this year have a column of their own 
and a blank column will be provided 
on the official ballot in which to write 
the names of candidates nominated by 
nomination papers or for whom 
the 
voter for some reason, desires to cast 
his ballot. 


An amendment that will obviate the 
throwing out of so large a number of 
ballots as heretofore, provides that, «»if 
a voter marks more names than he is 
entitled to vote for an office, or if for 
any reason it is impossible to deter- 
mine the voter's choice for any office to 
be filled, his ballot shall not be count- 
ed for such office, but shall be counted 
for all other oflices for which the names 
of candidates have been properly mark- 
ed."

the area of the Pacific, and between 
one-sixth and one-seventh of the total 
surface area of the world. 
It would 
form a circle 6180 miles in diameter, 
which is rather more than double the 
distance from Liverpool to New York. 


Its depth is much better known than 
that of the Pacific, and averages more 
than 2000 fathoms, probably 
about 
14,000 feet, or about two and two- 
thirds miles. 
The height of 
Mont 
Blanc is about three miles. 


The cubic contents are 
therefore 
nearly 80,000,000 cubic miles, so that 
the Atlantic could be contained bodily 
in the Pacific nearly three times. The 
number of cubic feet is 117 followed 
by seventeen ciphers, a number that 
would be ticked off by our million 
clocks iu 370,000 years. 
Its weight is 
825,000 billion tons, and the number 
of gallons in it is seventy-three trill- 
ions. 
A sphere to hold the Atlantic 
would have to be 538 i miles in diam- 
eter. 


If it were made to fill a circular pipo 
reaching from the earth to the sun— 
a distance of 93,000,000 miles—the di- 
ameter of the pipe would be 1837 
yards, or rather over a mile; while a 
pipe of similar length to contain the 
Pacific would be over a mile and three- 
quarters across. 
Yet the distance to 
the sun is so great that, as has been 
pointed out, if a child were born with 
an arm long enough to reach to tho 
sun it would not live long enough to 
know that it had touched it, for sensa- 
tion passes along our nerves at the 
rate of 100 feet a second, and to travel 
from the sun to the earth at that rate 
would take a century and a half, and 
such an abnormal infant is an un- 
likely centenarian.—Longman's Mag-

We have found charcoal a very ex- 
cellent thing to furnish our ¡poultry 
with. 
It may be given in a powdered 
state, mixed with the soft meal feed, 
and a little pulverized sulphur at the 
same time may be added with advan- 
tage. 
But the very best way to sup- 
lily this is to burn an ear or two of 
corn (upon the cob), 
^-irring it to 
blackness uii I throwing it before them. 
They will devour every kernel, and 
so supply themselves with a grateful 
and healthy substance that sweetens 
the crop, aud serves as an admirable 
tonic, to the stomacli. 


At this seasim of the year the above 
recommendation will be found a valu- 
able hint to i}onItrymen. 
Hens about 
ready to lay will devour this prepared 
charcoal eagerly, and the increased 
freshness and redness of their combs 
afterward evince the efficacy of this 
allowance. 
For a month or six weeks 
in the early breeding season nothing 
is better than this for laying hens 
given them daily.—Poultry World. 


RTE IN TKE CORNFIELD. 


There is one plan that, if generally 
adopted by the dairymen, would 
add 
measurably to the i^asturage of the 
farm and at the same time be a benefit 
to the soil itself, and this is the prac- 
tice of sowing rye in the 
corniield 
either at the last working or as soon 
as the corn is cut up. 
In the spring, 
long before the pastures are '*fit" for 
turning the stock upon them, the rye 
field is a wealth of fine feed and excel- 
lent. 
By this plan there is no winter 
watthing of the land, which is, as a rule, 
equal in exhaustion to a growingcrop, 
and by the middle of May this rye sod 
can be turned under for corn and is 
next to clover sod in value. 
For sev- 
eral years the writer has as nearly as 
l^ossible carried out this plan and finds 
that, with what manure and clover sod 
comes in in rotation, his fields are get- 
ting better all the time. 
Two ways 
present themselves to i^ut in the rye— 
sowing broadcast and cultivating 
in 
with a light cultivator, setting teeth as 
shallow as good work will allow, so as 
to disturb the corn ryots as little as 
possible; aud the other is to cut up the 
corn, having tho shocks regular, and 
then sowing one and a-half Inishels of 
rye on broadcast and harrowing it in 
with a harrow or disc, the loosening 
up of the ground covering the seed ef- 
fectually -without plowing. 
There is 
nothing equal to keeping the land 
at 
w^rk, filling the soil witli a mass of 
roots to decay and furnish food for the 
following crop, and if it can be done 
between crops, as this plan with rye 
oilers, K. greiit gain has been made not 
only in the supplying of food to the 
stock, but feeding the land as well.— 
Practical Farmer. 


BEST RBSU:J'i-S FROM TOMATOES. 


When pruned and staked tomato 
plants will bear m'.xch closer planting 
in the field than if lelt to themselves. 
Two feet by four is about the i^roper 
distance. 
As soon as set in the field 
the plants ought to be tied. Set strong 
stakes at each end of every row and 
brace carefully. 
Smaller stakes may 
be set at intervals of two rods along 
the rows. 
These stakes hliould 
b« 
about three and a half feet high. Next 
stretcJi two wires of about the size 
used in baling hay along the tops 
of the stakes in' each row, 
Take 
ordinary hitba or small sticks of any 
kind, of tho same length as lath and 
stick one just at the side of the place 
that each ¡ilant is to occupy. 
The 
upper ends of the stakes are held in 
place by weaving the wireb around 
the tops of the stakes or laths. 
This 
makes a neat and substantial trellis. 
The plants are trained to single stems 
and tied to lath supjjorts. 


Of course, tying must be done at 
euccesbive intervals as ths plants in- 
crease in height until tlie top of the 
trellis is reached, after which nothing 
further need be done in the way of 
training. All side roots near the ground 
and suckers must be pinched ofi, as 


CULTIVATING STRA^NT?ERRTE5;. 


The strawberry loaf disease, known 
as the spot, has been much more inju- 
rious during the last quarter of a cen- 
tury than it was in former times; and 
growers are looking about for some 
explanation of the spread of this trou- 
ble. 
In almost all cases a new va- 
riety ''runsout," as it is called, and 
chiefly through the operation of this 
disease. 
New varieties are continu- 
ally being introduced—not because 
they are much better than the va- 
rieties that have 
preceded 
them— 
but on account of the older varieties 
going back ; in fact, no one will con- 
tend that the strawberries of to-day, 
as a rule, are even as good as they 
were in former times. 
It is thought 
that the old method of cultivation, 
which moderns have laughed at, might 
not have been such bad practice after 
all. 
The ]iractice was to grow the 
strawberries in beds ; as soon as the 
crop was gathered the leaves were 
mown off with the scvthe and burnt, 
and a new^ crop of leaves came up be- 
I fore winter. 
With the progress of 
vegetable physiology this was thought 
to be very bad practice. 
The argu- 
ment was that leaves make food, aud 
the more leaves the better. 
This 
would be 
true if the leaves were 
healthy leaves ; but diseased leaves aro 
-worse than no leaA'es at all. 
No one 
ever thought of the strawberry spot in 
those days; in fact a specimen of this 
disease was rarely seen. 
It is now be- 
lieved that the practice of mowing and 
burning the leaves was advaaitageous 
in this, that it destoyed all attemiite 
of this fungus to propagate itself aud 
was therefore i)eneticial rather than 
otherwise. 
It is an illustration of a 
point fequently made that though our 
forefathers were not able to philoso- 
phize on their garden practices as 
closelv as we mav, thev were al)le to 
find out a great deal from nothing at 
all but practical experience. One thing 
our strawberry 
amateurs might do, 
which is not done now, and that is to 
cut off during the season and burn 
every leaf which shows a spot as soon 
as it is observed. This probably would 
preserve their favorite varieties from 
degenerating. —Meehan's Monthly.
